The Floulards

Linen Coats And Skirts Sell-

ing Rapidly

Now York, May 28 Tho fashiona-

ble shops aro filled with n wonderful
variety' of tho most delightful mater-
ials for women's wear. Now things
each more beautiful than tho other,
aro constantly coming In and thero
seems to be no limit to the novelties
coming in from all parts of tho globe.

Cachomlro designs run Hot In all
kinds of materials and aro particular-
ly good in the chiffons and moussel-lue- s

and in the foulards. These cach-cmir- o

designs are what on this side
of tho water aro generally called Per-
sian and have supplied the designers
with opportunity for wonderfully
beautiful color effects, but they need
to be becomingly handled and clever-
ly veiled or combined with ono tone
materials.

When the colorings aro not tho gen-

uine Oriental tones but aro subdued
and exquisitely blended shades of tho
season's modish colors the problem
is less difficult than when the color
schema is moro intense, and tho en-tir- o

frock may be of tho printed chif-

fon without veiling. Some beautiful
chiffons and moussolines in bordure
desijgns have Inch wldo stripes of
white and color, with a deep lloral bor-

der in shades of tho color or in har-
monizing colors. One such chiffon
seen recently was in alternating
stripes of white and the deep reddish
California violet tone, and tho border
was in 'violet shading from deep to
pale. Another chiffon, in lavender
blue and white, had a deep border of
lilacs in natural colors, from the deep
bluish purple to light pinkish blue.

Somo of the changeable) gauzes, chif-

fons, moussolines, etc., aro very lovely
and lend themselves to delightful col-

or schemes, whether inado over plain
color or chameleon silk. When hot
weather birngs foulards into moro
general wear wo shall probably seo
much qf moussellno and chiffon in
combination with this silk, for all Par-
is letters tell of many such models
in tho work rooms. Foulards will bo
combined with one-ton- o silks loo, and
also with plain satins.

Bluo Is very prominent among tho
foulards, as it la everywhere through-
out fashion's realm. Never has there
been such a season of blue, and tho
list of modish blues is long, though,
for that mattor thero seems to he no
shado of bluo which is not worn. Navy
and kindred shades aro much worn
for tailored costumes 'of the more se-

vere sort, but tho blues most pecu-

liarly of this season aro the brilliant,
glowing shades, such as Dlerlot, Itad-u-

King's blue, Flag bluo, etc.
Periwinkle is immensely popular,

and the Nattlor, caused and sea blues
aro much used; hut it is tho brilliant
blue, of which radium is perhaps the
latets and most vivid example, that
Is tho prominent smart shade of the
day in Paris. Though so vivid it is
not crudo but nono tho less it is try-

ing to many complexions and like all
tho brilliant blues will be still more
unbecoming as summer heat brings
Hushed faces. Theso blues aro usu-
ally toned down by black and are at
their best when so used.

Bluo and white foulards in a host of
designs aro much favored, and almost
every house worth mentioning has
turned out good looking models in
this coloring, though tho dotted foul-

ard has lost caste, and llttlo cubes,
squares, octagons, etc., with an oc-

casional striped design aro preferred.
Attractivo foulard models aro also
shown in the popular black and whlto
coloring, tho foulard often combined
moro or less froely with plain black
satin. A black satin coat and skirt
bund with bouice an duppor skirt of
foulard mako a practical and modish
trotting suit, and there numorous mod-

els ono the samo general lines shown
by prominent designors.

Tho lovely golden yellows are con-

sidered particularly good in 'foulard
and though combined with whlto they
aro cool and pretty. Tho yellow and
black foulards are newer and hare

b'oon exploited by sovoral of tho most
famous makors, tho foulard being com-
bined with palln black satin, or In
somo cases veiled in Mack chiffon or
moussellno.

Linen frocks and coat and skirt
suits aro selling briskly desplto tho
fact that tho weather Is Btlll too cool
to wear thorn, A majority aro built
up on very simple linos with dainty
lingerlo frills and collars and smart
belts to supply tho needed touch of
elaboration. Of course thero aro elab-
orate embroidered linens too, superb
frocks, insot with heavy real laco and
lavishly but even
among tho modols from the most dis-
tinguished makers aro many llttlo
frocks of tho chic simplicity type.

Never havo tho unllned one-piec- e

tub frocks of tho lingerlo typo been
prettier than this soason, but the most
nttractlvo of tho modols aro some-
what youthful in character, tho necks
cut low and finished with plaited frills
or flat laco and embroidery trimming,
sleeves just below tho elbow, skirt
short and but slightly full. High col-

lars aro a rarity in theso as in all of
tho French frocks, arid the woman to
whom a baro throat is unbecoming
must go In for bleaching and massage
or bo content to feol herself rather
out of it this summer.

Although pongee does not dominato
fashion to tho extent to which it did
last summer, It la still quite, popular.
Pongee of various kinds is combined
with other silks, notably foulards, as
well as with sheer materials and thero
aro delightful printed pongees in cach-
omlro, crotonno and other quaint de-

signs and colorings which aro effect-
ively combined with one-ton- pongee
or aro used in combination with other
materials. Theso figured pongees
mako charming blouses, relieved by
touches of somo ono color predominat-
ing in tho design or veiled In mous-
sellno or chiffon.

There is no sign of a. wano in tho
popularity of changeablo silks. They
are used for tho street or house gowns,
and, with tho figured foulards, havo
como under tho sway of tho veiling
edict, being frequently combined with
chiffon, marquisetto or open-meshe- d

voile. This idea is pleasing, for in
many cases an obtrusive, striking de-

sign of a foulard that has been con-
signed to darkness can ho used as a
foundation for a delightful creation.
Blue and violet in combination or In
tho clover alliance of different mater-
ials aro tho colors that appear again
and again on tho promenades.

Except for black costumes, where
an k schomo is desired, black
gloves aro littlo used. Plain whlto
gloves also aro less in evldonco than
for somo timo, tints having taken
their place. All the soft pasted shades
such as pigeon gray, fawn, biscuit and
champagne, ryo especially popular,
J ust now suedes aro liked far better
than glace kids. This is a whim of
tho Parislennes, who always go In for
the smartest fit for everything, and
suede certainly comes under that
class In tho matter of gloves. With
tho continued shortening of sleeves,
moro twelve-butto- n length than any
other stylo aro being sold. White
gloves with black stitching aro popu-

lar with black and whlto combination
costumes. For tho streot, with tho
plain tailor-mad- broad four-ro-

stltchlng8 in self tones aro consider-
ed the correct thing.

Motifs of not rich in' bead embroid-
ery are to bo found in tho shops in a
wldo range of colorings. Theso mako
decidedly smart trimming for a hand-
some gown.

Tallor-mad- o gowns of silk aro moro
in evidence than over boforo. Sev
eral strikingly handsome weaves in
heavy silk, specially designed for
those suits, havo been brought out re
cently.

Of An Array Of Illustrious

Counsel At The Hague
1

To Conduct The Oral Argu

ments In Dispute

Relative To The Newfound-

land Fisheries

The Legal Representatives

Of Great Britain

And Distinguished Citizens

Of The 0. S. Present

The Hague, May 28. An array of
illustrious counsel engaged to conduct
tho oral arguments In tho Newfound-
land fisheries dispute before tho In-

ternational Arbitration Court next
week is beginning to put in an

here, Tho diplomats and
lawyers are accompanied by a host of
secretaries, technical experts and at-
taches, together with a number of
newspaper correspondents, and the
lazy old Dutch capltol Is beginning to
buzz with an animation such as has
not been witnessed since the last
world's peace conference.

The personnncl of. tho arbitration
court is to bo tho most distinguished
over chosen to preside at tho trial of
a special case before the gieat peace
tribunal. The presiding ofilcer will bo
Dr. Helurlch Lammasch, the noted
Austrian authority on international
Jaw. The other members of tho court
will be Sir Charles Fttzpatrlck, Chief
Justice of tho Supremo court of Can-
ada; Judge George Grey, of the Unit-
ed States Circuit court, Jonkhcer A.
V. Do Do Savornln Lohmano. of the
Netherlands, and Luis M. Drago, of
the Argentlno Republic.

The legal representatives of Great
Britian, including Canada and New-
foundland, will Include the Hon. A. B.
Aylesworth, Minister of Justioe of
Canada; tho Hon. Sir Edward
Morris, K. C, Premier of Newfound-- '
land; the Right Hon. Sir William

D. Morrison, K. C, Attorney
General of Newfoundland; the Hon.
Sir James Winter, K. C, former Atto-

rney-General of Newfoundland; tho
Right Hon. Sir Robert Flnlay, former
Attorney-Genera- l of England; Sir H.
Erie Richards, K. C, who was coun-
sel for Great Britian in the Samoa
and Venezuela arbitrations; John S.
Ewart, K. C, and Georgo Sheploy, K.
C, distinguished Canadian lawyers,
Messrs. Blake and Redden aio tho
British solictors.

Equally distinguished, though not
quito so numorous, will bo tho repre-
sentatives of tho United States. Sen-
ator Elthu Root of Noy York heads
the list of counsel, tho other members
Including Charles P. Anderson, who
acts as ngent; former Senator Georgo
Turner of Washington, who repicsent-e- d

tho United States on the Alaska
Boundary Tribunal; Samuel J. Elder,
a distinguished lawyer of Boston, and
James Brown Scott, solicitor for the
Department of State.

Tho Newfoundland fisheries case Is
regarded as ono of tho most Importnnt
Great Britian and tho United States In
the last century and Is tho first caso
to como boforo the International Ar-

bitration Court under the agreement,
of tho Powers as signed by tho Peace
convention held at Tho Hague In 1907.

Tho dispute dates bnck almost ono
hundred years and during much of
that time it has been the fruitful
source of Irritation and of a volumi
nous diplomatic correspondence. Nat
urally it will bo n matter of congrat-
ulation for both nations when tho con-

troversy Is at last laid to rest, as it
will bo by tho award of tho tribunal
about to convene.

The controversy had its origin In

tho treaty signed by tho United Stat-
es and Great Britian In 1818, by which
certain rights of fishery in common
with British fishermen,( which had
been claimed by the United States
for its pqoplo under tho treaty of
peace of 1783, woro rocognlzod by
Great Britian, whllo othors were re-

nounced by tho Unltod States. By

this renunciation American fishing
vessels woro not nllowed to take, dry
or cure fish "within threo marlno mil-

es of tho coast, bays, harbors nnd
creeks" of tho British possessions ex-

cept certnln specified coasts an ex-

cept In certain cases of lmmorgcncy.
Somo twenty-fiv- o years after tho
treaty was Blgned the colonial gov-

ernments declared that tho word
"bays" used In tho treaty meant any
bay so named on tho maps, Irrespec-

tive of Its width, and somo Amorican

vessels wcro solzcd at distances than
three miles from land.

The United States denied this in-

terpretation of tho treaty provision,
r.Bsortlng that only Inlets of tho soa,
not over six miles wide, wore Intend-
ed. From that tlmo forward tho In-

terpretation haH boon In dispute. At
a much later period tho Newfound-
land government adopted regulations
ns to tho coaBt fisheries of that Is-

land, which the American fisherman
havo tho right at certain places to
participate In "In common" with Brit-
ish fisherman. Certain of theso regu-

lations were thought to bo directed
against Americans and also to dis
criminate In favor of the local fisher-
men. Tho United States protested
against this action ns being a limita
tion of tho rights of their people.
Other questions of a minor character,
all growing out of tho meaning placed
upon tho language of tho treaty In-

volved.
